UGLY BUT SAVES LIVES 


At the beginning of the war, as 
the London correspondent of the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Associa- 
there were many 
cases of soldier found dead without 
a mark on their bodies. It was ex- 
plained that they had died from 
shock or from the concussion pro- 
duced by the explosion of great shells. 
As the helmets were intreluced it was 
found that soldiers wearing them dic 
not die without visible wounds, while 
deaths supposedly from shock con- 
tinued among the troops not yet 
equipped. This set on foot an in- 
vestigation, and it was learned that 


out a mark on their bodies had been 
killed by minute fragments of shell, 
some of them no thicker than a layer 
of paper, which had penetrated the 
brain, leaving not an outward trace 
to mark their course. 

' Many of these wounds were found 
‘fn the base of the skull, and for this 
reason the British when devising 
their helmet gave it a wide, downward 
sloping brim, which protects not only 
the head, but the back and sides of 
the neck. The French helmet does 
not offer this protection lower down; 
and it is held to be inferior also from 
the fact that it has a ridged crown, 
while the British helmet {is severely 
plain. It is true that the French 
helmet looks better, and that through 
the ridge there is a ventilating chan- 
nel, but the ridge might also attract 
and deflect downward a bullet or shell 
fragment that the smooth top of the 
British helmet would miss. The Brit- 
| ish helmet does not fit so closely to 
the head as the French helmet, but 
is wide enough to permit the intro-

London, Oct. 14.—MaJor General tf, 
B. Maurice, British chief director of 
military operations, emphasized in an 
interview yesterday the fact that the 
present tighting in France constitutes 
a race between German trench dig> 
ging capacity and allied power to 
advance. Pointing to one of the won- 
derful maps which the British staff is 
all the time producing, he compared 
the great maze of trenches around 
Thiepval with the narrow line repre- 
senting German fortifications behind 
Bapaume. 

“Every move we make we will find 
the obstacles opposed to us less sev- 
ere, while ‘ our rate of progress 
becomes correspondingly quicker,’’ he 
continued, ‘But L wish to emphasize 
the point that we are not anticipat- 
ing any sudden collapse or break of 
the German line. We are aiming at a 
slow, deliberate, pushing movement, 
which all the time s increasing the 
length of the German line, making 
their problem of defence more difli- 
cult. Moreover, the time must soon 
arrive when the enemy’s trenches will 
be three or four thousand yards‘ a- 
part; then the opportunity will come 
to use our cavalry.” 

“Winter will not stop the allied 
drive in the west. Mivht'- merely 
will be restricted gccording to the 
shortage of daylight,’’ he said. 
“Don't forget that the French and 
Germans, in 1871, fought a battle at 
Bapaume in January. 

“Momentarily the advantage of 
ground on the western front has pas- 
sed to the Germans,” he continued. 
“This explains apparently the lull on 
the western front, although local ac- 
tivities by Haig and Joffre still keep 
the Germans on the jump.

Whether we agree or not with tho 
politics of Mr. Pemberton-Billing, 
“M.P, for the Air,” as he is termed, 
no one can doubt his earnestness, 
courage, and practical knowledge of 
aviation. It was Mr. Billing who, in 
the early ddys of the war, headed a 
most successful air raid against the 
Germans on Lake Constance. Later, 
he was appointed to an important

Before he entered the Flying Corps 
Mr. Pemberton-Billing had a career 
crowded with adventures. He was 
been both a soldier and a sailor, and 
before taking part in the South Afri- 
can War as a member of the Staff of 
General Buller he had participated in 
geveral little Kaffir skirmishes.

paperman. In admiring words he re- 
lated how the British have wrested 
the mastery of the air from German 
fliers: “Your brave aviators,” he said, 
“have come into their own at last, 
and France to-day salutes them as 
the lords of the air. 

“Bven the German fliers who have 
been captured by us have had the 
chivalry to admit that the British 
airmen have accomplished some note- 
worthy performances. Not only have 
your intrepid aviators flown far over 
the German defences and defiled the 
anti-aircraft guns, but single-handed, 
they have fought and beaten off as 
many as three and four Fokkers at a 
time. 

“The German fifers, who, months 
ago, looked with contempt on your 
airman, respect and admire them as 
the result of bitter experience. That 
great young British aviator who sent 
Captain Immelmann to his death has 
become a terror to the Boche. You 
ought to have him on all your pic- 
ture-postcards. Like all your men 
he is a real hero, and France {s proud 
and gratified for their invaluable co- 
operation.” 


STRIPES FOR WOUNDS 


Britain Prescribes New Decoration 
For Heroes Of War 


A British army order states that 
the following distinctions in dress 
will be worn on the service dress 
jacket by all officers and soldiers who 
have been wounded in any of the 
campaigns since August 4, 1914:— 
Strips of gold Russia braid, No. 1, two 
inches in length, sewn perpendicularly 
on the left sleeve of the jacket to 
mark each occasion on which wound- 
ed. 

In the case of officers the lower 
end of the first strip of gold braid 
will be immediately above the upper 
point of the flap on cuff. Warrant 
officers, non-commissioned officers, 
and men will wear the gold braid on 
the left sleeve, the lower edge of the 
braid to be three inches from the 
bottom of the sleeve. The additional 
strips of gold braid, marking each 
subsequent occasion on which wound- 
ed, will be placed on either side of 
the original one at half-inch interval. 
Gold braid and sewings are. obtained 
free on indent from the Army Ord- 
nance Department; the sewing on 
will be carried out regimentally with- 
out expense to the public.

New 
Brunswick is one of the most popular 
of the Canadian provinces for big 
game hunting. Moose, caribou and 
‘deer are plentiful in this region. 

A magnificent specimen of big 
game is the moose. When fully 
grown he weighs over 1,000 lbs. His 
massive antlers are long and gener- 
ally average six feot in width. He 


may be found in twelve of the fifteen 
counties of the province. It is only 
the hunting folks and the wary 


guides who know how to hunt the 
Moose, There is the “calling” done 
early in the season, and the “still 
hunting” done later on—in the cold 
weather. In September and October 
the moose is often surprised and 
shot wading tn the lakes and rivers, 
feasting on the roots of water plants. 
While pursuing the moose, the hun- 
ter can distinguish between the 
tracks of the male and the female, for 
the male leaves round tracks and 
those of the female ane somewhat 
pointed. Fredericton, Havelock, New- 
castle, Bathurst, Campbellton and 
Perth are good starting points. 

A graceful antlered monarch of 
New Brunswick is the caribou. He. 
weighs about 600 Ibs. on an average. 
It is a delightful sight to watch him! 
stride at a walking rate, or trot, or| 
gallop over the country. A full: 
grown caribou stands from four and 
a half to five feet in height. Of this 
animal there are two varieties, the 
woodland and the barren ground 
species. The woodland is somewhat

Many newspaper readers have won- 
dered just why the troops from the 
Antipodes came by their popular nick- 
|name of “Anzac.” Reference works

“When I took 
the command ,‘of the Australian and 
New Zealand Army Corps,” explains 
Gen. Birdwood, “in Egypt, I was asked 
to select a telegraphic code address 
for my army corps, and then adopted 
the word ‘Anzac.'”

A theatrical manager gays: I was 
present at the first London Zeppelin 
raid. The first alarm was about 10.50 
p.m. Provincial theatres are out by 
that hour, but few get out so early 
in the Metropolis. At one theatre, 
however, the performance was over 
and the audience was out, but the 
artistes were atill in the ; dressing 
rooms. The guns and the: booming 
could be heard everywhere. Most of 
the artistes and stage employes flew 
down underneath the stage. The lead- 
ing lady was on her knees praying, 
some were calm, many frightened, but 
to me the funny part of it was the 
gentleman who played the hero, the 
one who walks about protecting the 
heroine and defying the villam, seem- 
ed to be the only really terrified one 
—his teeth were literally chattering. 
At another theatre not many yards 
away the last act was being played. 
The actresses and actors went on 
with the play as if there were no 
guns to be heard nor Zeppelins in 
the world—yet there was one always 
overhead. I saw it. Above all, the 
principal lady went on speaking her 
art and showed not the slightest 
remor. No panic! In South London 
a lady of my company was in a 
theatre doing some business, and was 
hurled down a flight of stone steps, 
and many trampled over her in haste 
for the doors. She told me the men 
seemed more frightened than the wo- 
men. 
' During one raid George Robey was 
playing the principal part at the 
Theatre Royal, Manchester. Warning 
had come that the Zeps were on their 
way and that the electric Nght was 
‘to be turned off at headquarters. The 
| management requested Robey to tell 
the audience the news and to ask them 
to leave the theatre quietly as the 
| Zeps had already reached Sheffield en 
route for Manchester. The audience 
treated this as one of George's gags 
(he is ever gagging) and laughed up- 
roariously at the joke. They would 
not be convinced, and it was not until 
the manager himself came on and an- 
nounced {t was no joke, that the audi- 
ence then dispersed in a quiet, orderly 
and sensible manner, No casualties! 


NEW ECONOMIC ENTENTE 


Alliance For Peace Against Inroads Of 
Huns 


“The political re-modelling which 
will follow after tue war should be 
accompanied by a veritable economic 
revolution,” writes Raphael-Georges 
Levy, member of the French Institute. 
“The Allies will no longer be foolish 
;enough to leave the greater part of 
their commerce in the hands of the 
enemy. They have discovered that 
they can supply each other mutually 
with all the raw materials and manu- 
factured goods which they formerly 
received from Germany and Austria. 
They know that the 800 million 
human beings who inhabit France, 
England, Russia, Japan, Belgium, and 
Berbla with their colonies form an 
{immense field of consumers, capable 
of absorbing the entire production of 
the Allies. 

“It will be a difficult and exceed- 
ingly laborious task to arrange their 
future custom policy, but this work 
will be, insignificant in comparison 
with the combined effort they are now 
making on land and sea. The essen- 
tial thing will be to approach this part 
of our common task in a broad-minded 
‘and Mberal manner and always keep 
the goal in sight which must be 
reached to seal the military compact, 
concluded in the fact of the German 
danger, by a close and definitive econ- 
omic entente. In the fleld tco, as on 
the battle-fleld we are sure of vic- 
tory.” 


NIVEN THE STEADFAST 


'Grand Work of Patriclas’ and Leader 
i at Ypres 
1 

Reference to the famous little Hugh 
Niven of London, Ont., and Calgary is 
made in connection with the Third 
Battle of Ypres, as follows: A com- 
pany commander, Captain Hugh Niv- 
en, who, although already’ twica 
wounded, was still full of valor and 
resoluticn, gathered the remainder of 
his men together, some seventy rifles 
In all and two machine guns, and, 
hidden behind sandbags, awaited the 
foe in silence. The order was given: 
“Not a man must shoot until I give 
the signal!’ Apparently the Boche 

s taken unawares. The volley 
which blazed forth was reminiscent 
of the immortal front rank fire of 
Lascelles’ Regiment on the Heights 
at Quebec. 

One stalwart French-Canadian, Ar- 
Bpeneau by name, who had often faced 
wild animals in the backwoods, burn- 
{ng with ardor, could not be restrain- 
ed from leaping up on the improvised 
parapet and repeatedly emptying his 

‘rifle, before the enemy could recover 
from his astonishment. His captain 
tells me that no fewer than eight Ger- 
mans fell to this man’s marksmanship 
alone in that swift encounter. 

When it was over, at least one hun- 
dred of the enemy slain lay on the 
ground. Afterwards the officer men- 
tioned shephered his men into a sec- 
tion of trench, he himself spending 
the whole of the ensuing night per- 
ambulating the trenches, directing de- 
fences, ministering to and encourag- 
ing and directing his men. It was 
truly an astonishing feat of physical 
endurance. 

“We had lost so many,” he said, 
“T felt I ought to be on deck as long 
as I could crawl.” He was still giv- 
ing orders when the stretcher-bear- 
ers lifted him out and bore him away 
to the fleld hospital.
